The 
attendance passed the seventeen millioa 
mark on Novmbor 10, with the record 
for a single day being .348,472 visitors on 
San Francisco day, November 2. 


The final report on the financial re- 
turns may not be prepared for soma 
time, but the last one. covering the pe- 
riod from February 20 to October 31, 
sliowed a net cash'income of $1,410,879 
out of a gross income of $6,048,128L 
Art Smith's Stunt. 


The conclusion of the exposition to- 
night will be signalized by the sincfing 
of "Farewell to Thee" from the Tower 
of .Jewels, the highest structure on tha 
ground; by the sounding of taps by a

Notwithstanding the war in Europe, 
it has been triumphs of peace that

3 And now, 0 inhabitants of Jerusalem, and men of Judah, judge, 1 
pray you, betwixt me and my vineyard. 


4 What could have been done more to my vineyard, that I have not 
done in it? wherefore, when I looked that 
it 
should bring forth grapet, 
brought.it forth wild grapes? 


5 And now go to; I will tell you what I will do to my vineyard: I 
will take away the hedge thereof, ana it shall be eaten up; and break down 
the wall thereof, and it shall be trodden down.

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Interpreting the Primary 
Law. 


Governor Ealston has made a valuable suggestion in his request 
to democratic, republican and progressive state chairmen in Indiana 
to recommend the appointment of one man from each party as a com- 
mission to study the new state-wide primai*y law and promulgate in- 
terpretations of its provisions. The governor has indicated that he 
will promptly make such appointments if the political leaders will 
designate the men they desire for this tri-partisan board. 


As time for its use nears it becomes increasingly evident that 
the public knows precious little about the actual modus-operandi 
proposed by the primary law, despite the publicity that has been 
given it and despite the wrangles over some of its phases which have 
been taken into the courts. It is something of a maze of complexities 
even to those who have had occasion to study it closely, and the 
average individual who is neither a candidate nor a politician is stiil 
further in the dark about what he may do and what he may not do. 
Indeed, it is doubtful if the men who framed it and the legislators 
who passed it are familiar enough with all its details to answer 
promptly and accurately all the questions the voter needs to know. 
The labors of the proposed interpretative commission will, of 
course, be entirely voluntary and its nilings cannot be legally bind- 
ing, but there is no doubt that the commissioninterpretations would 
be accepted by all parties at least until court decisions place a dif- 
ferent construction upon the beclouded points. It is morally certain 
the voter will never thake the trouble to individually wade through 
the long and intricate statute. He will depend-jipon somebody else 
to tell him what he wants to know in order to act intelligently in 
adapting himself to the statewide primaiy. That information ought 
to be not only trustworthy, but massed in such shape as to be easily 
and quickly grasped and expressed in terms bestripped of confusing 
legal verbiage. The proposed interpretation of the primary law will 
be valuable to the voter. 


The future of the Fort Wayne-Decatur interurban railroad, sold 
a few days ago at receiver's sale, is still a matter of concern to Fort 
Wayne, which above all things desires to see it kept in operation and 
not dismantled and disposed of as junk. The fact that local bidders 
secured the property gives rise to the hope that arrangements may 
be made to insure its permanent operation, either as an independent 
eoncem or as a part of some larger system which might find it a val- 
uable link in the trolley line chain in Northeastern Indiana. Fort 
Wayne is not so much concerned in who operates it as that somebody 
does it. 


At least one of the cruel wars is believed to be over. Proof of 
this fact is evident when one notes that Edward C, Toner, of Ander- 
son, who recently resigned as progressive state chairman with more 
or less of a flourish, has been given a place on the republican state 
executive committee. It is confidently believed, too, thafthe repub- 
lican state organization will prove itself resourceful enough to pro- 
vide official berths with suitable distinction in the way of titles to all 
the rest of the politically way-ward sons who can be induced to come 
back—and no questions asked. 


Governor Ralston has supplemented the vice presidential gossip 
with the positive declaration that he has never had any designs on 
that office or on any other official position besides the on© he is now 
filling. The tale was that the Indiana contingent planned ta discard 
Vice President Marshall and throw its votes to Governor Ralston. 
With this one safely out of the way, the track from Washington to 
Indianapolis is now clear for the next dope-dream to come booming 
along westward.

The teachers' cottage also makes It 
possible for married teachers to have a 
pleaAant home, surrounded by their own 
children, a condition not often practic- 
able where the district does not provide 
a rent free dwelling for the teachers and 
their faniilias. 
Mrs. Preston believes 
teachers should be encouraged to marry 
and have families by making it possible 
for happy homes through the teachers' 
cottage plan.

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Present Status of the Prohibitioa Movement in Every State in the Union 


ToxMika, Kan.. Dec. 4.—The Temper- 
ance Society of tlie Methodist Episcopal 
churcli, with national h-eadquarters here, 
has jiiet compiled and issued a sum- 
mary of the status of the prohibition 
. movement in the various states. It em- 
braces the situation after tlie November 
elections, and 'will probably remain vn- 
changed imtil January 1. The summary 
follows: 


Alabama. 


Under state-Avide prohibition, enacted 
in January, 1915. 
The law went into 
cffect July 1. 1915. The advertising of 
liquor in newspapers or on billboards 
within the state is prohibited. An anti- 
phipping law prohibits the importation of 
liquor except for personal use. 


Arizona. 


XoTember 
3, 
1914, 
Arizona 
voters 
adoptisd statewide constitutional prohi- 
'bitioB^ effective January 1, 1915. 
The 
law is exceedingly drastic, prohibiting 
Importation of liquors ior any purpose 
whatever. 


Arkansas. 


The legislature, January 5, 1915, past 
a prohibition law. wliicli will become ef- 
fective January 1, 1916. 


California. 


One hundred and fifty-three supervis- 
oral districts arc dry and 117 wet. Only 
7 counties are entirely wet. 
Twenty 
counties are entirely dry outside incor- 
porated towns. 
During tlie ye^r, one 
city substituted a "Regulation ordinance" 
for proliibition, and one dry t«wn dis- 
incorporated, but one town incorporated 
pnd voted dry, and one county seat voted 
dry, leaving 98 dry cities and incorpor- 
ated towns. 
One county 
adopted 
a 
county-wide prohibition ordinance, thus 
adding three drj' districts, and three dis- 
tricts previously wet voted dry under 
the local option law, a net gain of six 
districts. 
No dry districts have been 
lost this year, though the liquor inter- 
ests have made attempts in seven dis- 
tricts. 
The legislature past the "Blind 
Tig Abatement Law" and a law prohibit- 
ing sale of liquor to Indians and to 
whites who habitually associate with In- 
rlians. The California Campaign Federa- 
tion, formed by the federation of the 
temperance forces of the whole state, be- 
gan, on October 1, 1915, a campaign to 
carry two amendments to the state con- 
stitution. They provide for: "Forbidding 
dispensing alcoholic liquors in 
public 
places after .January 1. 1918"; and "Pro- 
hibiting all manufacture, sale, importa- 
tion into or tra.ns])ortat-ion within 
the 
Plate after January i. 1920. They will 
bo voted upon November 7, 1916. 


Colorado. 


Voted dry Noveml>er 
r914. The law 
goes into effect .January- 1, 1916.

If st legislature past a very stringent law 
providing for the enforcement 
of

amendment.

I'rovisions of the 
law are as follows; 
Statutory prohibition:

Rnd seizure; citizen may employ an at- 
ii-rneT to prosecute; law concerning me- 
dicinal and sacramental use; penalties; 
covemor given special power to enforce; 
ouster law. 


Connecticut. 


Tliere are 8!) dry towns and 79 wet. 
Tliere were fio votes in the legislature 
for 
the 
submission 
of

.state-wide 
pmendjnent: the first time it has ever 
had any support. License fees were ad- 
ranced about 60 pf^r cent, as a purely 
Tvenue measure. 
Otiicr legislature was 
li; the line of more stringent regulation 
both of saloons and clubs. 


Delaware. 


Of the three counties, ;khe two lower 
ones are totally dry and a portion of 
rural New Castle county i? also dry. "Wil- 
mington is wet. 
The question of a con- 
ifitiitional amendment 
for 
state-wide 
rirohibition will enter into the legisla- 
'•vo campaign in the spring of 1916. 


District of Columbia. 


Under the Jones-Works excise law the 
number of barrooms in the District 
of 
Columbia was reduced November 1, 1915, 
to 271, and wholesale licenses to 89. In 
1893 there were 1,100 licensed liquor 
places^ one for every 218 of the popula- 
tion. 
Year by year th(i number was 
gradually reduced imtil 1914, Avhen the 
Jones-Works law eliminated more than 
200. November 1, 1914, there was one 
licensed place for each 1,000 of the pop- 
ulation, 
approximately. 
It 
is 
note- 
worthy that during the past year a num- 
bei of more or less notorious and objec- 
tionable 
liquor 
resorts 
were 
closed, 
among them a hotel located on United 
States property. 
On November Ist the 
bar in Union Station was closed, a li- 
cense being denied for another year. 


A prohibition measure for the District 
v/as introduced in tbe United States sen- 
ate last winter and was debated for 
two days. It Svas finally defeated by a 
small margin; although it dirt not come 
to a direct vote. A prohibition bill ivill 
be introduced in the coming congress, 
and many connected with the liquor 
traffic share with prohibitionists the be- 
lief that it will become a law before the 
session closes. 


Florida. 


Has 45 dry counties, nine counties are 
wet. . The DaWs law past at the laat 
session of the legislature, closed up over 
200 saloons in the state, leaving now 
onl.y about 75 wholesale mail order and 
retail liquor houses. 
The 
Davis Act 
abolishes the treating system, also the 
free lunch; also closes saloons at 6 p. m. 
until 7 a. ni. The next legislature will 
probably pass a submission bill. 


Georgi«. 


The special session of the legislature in 
the fall of 1915 past a bUl prohibiting 
the sale of all liquors containing any 
proportion Avhatever of alcohol, prohib- 
iting liquor advertising and the impor- 
tation of liquors except for personal use. 
The previous prohibiÙon law in Georgia 
has not been satisfactory to tlie drys. 
It was, indeed, not a prohibition law at 
all, as it permitted the sale of beer. 


Idaho. 


In February, 191.5, thè Idaho legisla- 
ture ])ast a statutory prohibitory law to 
be effective .Tanuary 1, 1916. 
It also 
voted to submit 
to 
popular vote in 
November, 191G. th-e question of consti- 
tutional prohibition to be effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1917. The state at j)resent ha.s 
23 dry counties and 14 Wet. Twenty-two 
cities of 1,000 or more population 
ar<- 
dry and only II wet. 
The Idaho prohi- 
bition law is e.vceedingly strict, as it for- 
bids even tlie possession of whisky 
or 
brandy, and one wlio has in his posses- 
sion pure alcohol must make affidavit as 
to its purpose. 


Illinois. 


The state has 53 dry and 49 wet coim- 
ties. One hundrefl and fifty saloons were 
voted out of existence during 1915. 
Indiana. 


Fifty-nine wet counties, 33 dry. Twen- 
ty-seven elections were won by the drys 
during 1915 and 15 lost. The wets gained 
five saloons and lost 112. 
Important 
court decisions: That a club or lodgo 
which dispenses liquor Is a blind tiger: 
that possession of liquor in a drug store 
does not constitute a violation of the 
blind tiger law. An effort will be made 
to get'a state-wide statutory' prohibition 
law in 1917. 


Iowa. 


The state is at present 
under (he 
Mulct law, wliich makes iueffcctivo a 
former prohibition act. 
T'ho !Mulct law 
has been repealed and prohibition 
be- 
comes effective again January 1, 1916. 
Tlie 1915 legislature submitted constitu- 
by the" dr.ys. During the year a law was 
seciu-ed giving the 
right to township 
boards and village and city councils to 
I eject liquor bonds. 
There will be a 
state-wide fight in 1916 for constitutional 
prohibition. 


Minnesota. 


During the last sess^n of the legisla- 
ture a county option bill was past and 
signed by Cîovernor Hammond on Mardi 
Ist. 
In eight months fifty-six counties 
in Minnesota held county option elec- 
tions, forty-five voted dry and eleven 
voted wet. 
Among these counties was 
tional prohibition to be voted upon in 
the election of 1917, but the legislature 
of that year must ratify this submission 
before the election is assured. The stat- 
utorj' provision effective January 1, 1916, 
prohibits liquor containing even a trace 
of alcohol. 
At the present time Iowa 
has 115 wet cities and towns and 725 
dry cities. Des Moines, the capital, with 
a population of 105,000, is dry. 


Kansas. 


Under constitutional 
prohibition en- 
acted in 1880. All political parties sup- 
l>ort the policy in that state. 
The law 
is drastic, requiring the report of the im- 
portation of liquors for personal iisc to 
county clerk, sending offenders to the 
penitentiarj' for the second offense, etc. 


Kentucky. 


Of the one hundred and twenty coun- 
ties in Kentucky, 106 are ur,v. Seven of 
the M'et counties have saloons in but one 
place and three other counties have sa- 
Ic-ons in but two placs. Pike county held 
a local option election during 1915 and 
remained dry by more than eight to one. 
Bo,yd county, wet. remained so by 
a 
small majorit.y. Five years ago Kentucky 
manufactured about 45,000,000 gallons 
of whisky; 
last .veai 
about 
20,000,- 
OOO gallons. 
There is an agreement 
among the distillers that there will be 
only 14,000,000 gallons manufactured 
this year.. 


Louisiana. 


The state has 30 dry parishes and 33 
wet! Fifty-one per cent, of tlie popula- 
tion is imder no-license. There has been 
no notable change in the liquor laws dur- 
ing the past two years.

Under

Maryland. 


Fourteen counties out of 23 are dry. 
An effort will be made to get the legis- 
lature of 1915 to enact ])rohibition sub- 
ject to referendum. 
The majority of 
both houses are pledged to do so. 
Massachusetts. 


Tlie no-license vote in ^fassachusetts 
for the liccnse year beginning May 1, 
1915, was the heaviest ever cast. 
The 
liconse vote fell off 13,042 from the pre- 
ceding year. 
Thus the license majority 
of 2,471 was converted into a no-license 
njajority of 18,398, a net gain for "No" 
of 20,869. 
Eghteen cities voted license 
and 17 no-license. Seventy t-owns voted 
license ad 248 no-license. The following 
cities and towns changed from "Yes" to 
"No": Athol, Clinton, 
Falmouth, Lec, 
Maynard, Norfolk, Northampton, O.Kford 
ami Shelburne, a total of 11. The fol- 
lowing changed from "No" to "Yes": 
Enfield. Leominister. Milford, Munroe, 
Oak Bluffs, Pepperrell, Salisbury, Savoy, 
and Warren a total of 9. 
Northampton 
liad been wet for many years. Two im- 
portant measures were past one a per- 
fecting amendment to the law governing 
the transportation of liquor by express 
companies and the other making clear 
lltat the law governing the granting of 
6th class druggists license is not manda- 
tory. The legislature of 1915 past a bill 


prohibiting transportation 
by 
licensed 
dealers of -intoxicating liquors into dry 
territory, but the bill was vetoed. 


Michigaii. 


Forty-four dry counties, 39 wet. Four- 
teen out of 16 elections in 1915 were won 
Hennepin, which contains the city of 
Minneapolis, population 360,000. In this 
count}' an intense campaign was devel- 
oped, and 30,000 temperance votes were 
cast, but 9,000 more votes were cast at 
the election than the complete registra- 
tion, and the w^ts won by a majority of 
about 9,000. 
The output of beer from 
Minnesota breweries compared with the 
output for the same months during the 
year 1914 fell off 99,000 barrels, or 
50,000,000 drinks. 


Mississippi. 


Under state 
prohibition. 
I.«gislature 
and courts have materially strengthened 
the dry policy during the past two ,veaTS. 
One law allows one-third of fines to be 
devoted to the expense of securing con- 
victions. 
Another prohibits the trans- 
portation of liquors into Mississippi for 
illegal purposes, and provides that not 
more than one gallon of liquor shipped in 
either inter-state commerce 
or 
intra- 
state commerce, can be delivered to any 
person, firm or corporation at a time. 
Delivery is also made conditional upon 
the signing of a special certificate de- 
fining the nature of the contents, from 
whence shipped, to whom delivered, and 
for what pur^se. 
This certificate is re- 
quired to-be filed in the circuit clerk's 
office at once. • -Another law ])rohibits 
the carrying, sending or delivering of li- 
quors to any Social club or lodge under 
any circumstances. 
All these measures 
stood thé test of the supreme court. Tlie 
shipments of liqiior by "express into Mis- 
pissippi during 1915 amounted to 28 per 
cent, less in quantity than din-ing 1914. 


' Missouti. 


This state has 8i dry counties, 16 
mostly dry, and 17-mostly wet. 
Ten 
local option elections were won by the 
drj's in 1915, two by the wets, and the 
result of one is still in the courts for 
decision. 
During 1915 the drys added 
lour counties to their list. Missouri has 
29 cities of more than 2,500 population 
dry. 
Fifty-one per cent, of the popula- 
tion live in dry territory. 
The prohibi- 
tion forces are contending before the leg- 
islature for statutory prohibition or sub- 
mission of the question to the people. 


Montana. 


This state will vot« on prohibition in 
1916. The law proposed forbids the sale 
of an,y liquor containing alcohol if It 
may be used as a beverage, e.vcept wine 
for sacramental purposes, etc. The pres- 
ent drj' territory 
consists of Richland 
county, alMndian reservations, and the 
towns of Corvallis, 
Victor, Ballantine, 
Warden and Pompey's Pillar. 
The last 
legislature assemjbly enacted a law clos- 
ing all saloons in the state in places hav- 
ing less than fifty residents within one- 
fourth of a mile of a saloon; another 
law closing saloons on Sundays imtil 1 
p. m. ; and still another law giving coun- 
ty commissioners discretionary power in 
the granting of saloon licenses in unin- 
cqrporated places. 


Nebraska. 


The state will vote on prohibition 
în 
1916. At present it has 30 dry counties 
and 63 wet; 48 dry county seats and 45 
wet; 351 dry villages and cities and 219 
wet. There are 8Q0 saloons in the state, 
of which one-third are in Douglas coimty. 
During 1915 the drys gained 33 wet 
towns and lost seven. 


Nevada. 


Indian reservation onl.y dry territory. 


New Hampshire. 


In 1914 every city and town voted on 
the question of license or no-license. The 
total license vote was 32,776, the no- 
license vote 40,439, giving a majority of 
7,603, the largest 
no-Ucense majority 
ever given. 
One city and four towns 
changed from no-licenso to license, and 
five towns changed from license to no- 


license. ^The last legislature enacted two 
restrictive measures, bearing upon the li- 
quor trafBc. 


New Jersey. 


This state has no dry counties. There 
o,re 9 cities of 6,000 or more population 
under local dry laws. The prohibitionists 
are contending for a municipal local op- 
tion bill, which the senate of the state 
favors by a vote of 12 to 9. The house, 
however, has a heavy wet majority. In 
iToveraber, 1915, an unofficial referen- 
dum in Montclair, a city of 25,000, was 
won by the wets by a majority of 169, 
and a similar election in'Burlington, wjth 
9,000 population, was won by the wets 
by a majority of 49. ' Collingswood, Had- 
donfield, Haddon Heights, Audobon, Oak- 
lyn, Westmont and Haddon township, 
which have special charter provisions for 
"wet" and "dry" campaigns bienniallj', 
all voted dry by almost unanimous vote. 


New Menco. 


Twenty-four out of the 28 counties 
have held Iqcal option elections during 
1515. One county is entirely dry, 
and 
ten others are nearly so. In eastern New 
Mexico territory 200 miles long by 150 
wide has all been voted dry except about 
a dozen saloons remaining. 
Along the 
"cutoff" railroad for 250 miles there is 
but one town which retains the legalized 
saloon. 
From Las Vegas to Eaton, 110 
miles, but two towns retain saloons. The 
governpr and most state officers are for 
prohibition. 
A campaign is now on to 
elect a legislature 
which will submit 
state-wide prohibition to vote of the peo- 
ple, where the drys claim it will prob- 
ably carry by ten to twenty thousand 
majority. 


New York. 


In 1914 there were 408 totally dry 
towns in New York. 
By November i, 
1915,' the number had been increased to 
421 out of a total of 932 in the state. In 
the elections of November 2, i!)l5. t' 
tirys added two entire counties to their 
list, making four in all. In addition to 
this, they added 64 dry towns on that 
day, so that now the total number of 
dry towns in New York is 485. The state 
also elected three congressmen, all of 
whom are pledged to vote for the na- 
tional prohibition amendment. 


North Carolina. 


Under statutory 
prohibition adopted 
by referendum May 26, 1908. There is 
a law prohibiting the delivery of liquor 
for beverage purpo.ses which applies to 
nine counties. 
Dining 1915 the legisfr 
ture prohibited any drug store to ret-ail 
liquors as a medicine or otherwise, put 
a limit on the amount of liquor that 
irtight be imported for personal use, i • 
cided for tlie confi.scation of automobiles 
or other vehicles hauling liquors for un- 
lawful purposes. 
The amount of liquor 
imported into the state during the year 
declined by 80 per cent, under these laws. 


North Dakota. 


Under state prohibition. 
Bootlegging, 
even for a first offense, fs punishable by 
six months in the penitentiary. A place 
where liquor is sold is, before the law, a 
nuisance, and may be kept permanently 
closed with a padlock. All enforcement 
provisions are e.xceedingly drastic. 


Ohio. 


The vote against state-wide prohibi- 
tion in the election of 1914 was 84.251. 
In the election of 1915 the 
majority 
against the measure was 55,412. 
Oklahoma. 


The state was admitted into the Union 
November 16, 1907, as "a constitutional 
prohibition" state. 
The code pwhibits 
the advertising of intoxicating liquors in 
any iminncr watever, and makes it un- 
lawful to drink in public and upon rail- 
road trains. 
It also prolnhits druggists 
of the state from handling intoxicating 
liquors of any kind, including alcohol, 
for sale. A druggist may purchase pure 
grain alcohol from the state agent ap- 
pointed by the governor, for compound- 
ing prescriptions or medicines, the saj.e 


of which will not subject him to the 
payment of the special liquor dealers' 
tax to the United States government. 
The state has complete search and seiz- 
lîre and injunction laws, and a civil 
statute fixing hte penalty from $100 
up to .$1,000 per c^y against the prem- 
ises where the law is violated. 


" 
Oregon. 


The state voted 
dry November 3, 
1914, by a majority of 36,340. The law 
becomes eftective January I, 1916. 
At 
present the state has five dry counties 
and 29 wet. 
There arc about 1,000 sa- 
loons. 
Exceedingly drastit; laws have 
been framed for the enforcement of pro- 
hibition when it becomes effective. 
Pennsylvania. 


Pennsylvania has a high license law 
and the granting of licenses is in the 
hands of county judg es. The decision of 
Judge Criswell, later approved by the 
supreme and superior courts, makes the 
judge the final and sole arbitrar in the 
matter. Under the operations of 
that 
law Pennsylvania now has ten dry coun- 
ties. There has been no new legislation 
on this question in Pennsylvania 
in 
twenty-five .vears. The contention of the 
prohibitionists in the state is for 
a 
county local option law. 


Rhode Island. 


Seven dry and 31 wet towns. 
During 
the past two years one dry town has 
been added and one lost. 


South Carolina. 


On September 14, 1915, .^outh Carolina 
voted for state-wide proliibition by 41,- 
735 to 16,809. The law becomes effective 
December 31, 1915. 


South Dakota. 


Twenty counties dr>% 12 have only 
one saloon town, and 33 have more than 
one saloon town. Of the 2,235 incorpor- 
ated towns where the sale of liquor 
might be legalized, only 90 places do 
legalize it. 
In the no-license clcctions 
la.st spring 43 wet towns voted dry, 
and 8 towns voted wot. A constitu- 
tional amendment 
for state-wide pro- 
hibition has. been submitted to a vote 
and will be decided N'ovember 7, 191G. 


Tennessee. 


Tennessee became a prohibition state 
July 1, 1909, by act of the legislature. 
The law was practically ignored in Nash- 
ville, Memphis and Chattiinooga 
until 
the passage in 1913 of the nuisance act 
This legislation was furtlu>r rc-onforccd 
in 1915 by the passage of the ou,st(ir l>ill 
for the removal of non-enforcing offi- 
cials and the soft drink stand act. These 
laws have made Nashville, Memphis and 
Chattanooga dry. 
Legislation will 
bo 
asked by the drjs in 1917 to clos,-> tlie 
wholesale liquor houses whioii ship li- 
quors without the state. 


Texas. 


There are 178 counties dry by vote. 
52 arc dry e.vcept in one or two places, 
and 20 are totally wet. Sevon-eigiits of 
the territory and practically four-fifths 
of the population are dry. Recent legis- 
lation prohibits the importation of li- 
quors, the intra-state transportation of 
liquors into dry counties, the soh'cita- 
tion of orders for liquorfe, etc. 


Utah. 


Utah is largely drj-. Past.» s t r ^ g pro- 
hibition bill through tlie 1915 legislature 
with only five votes iu the house agaih.tt 
it and two in the senate. When the gov- 
ernor found that the bill PO|jld be past 
over his veto, he held it for action until 
after the close of the legislature, and 
then vetoed it. In the June local option 
elections all cities voted dry with larger 
majorities than before. 
A new govcr- 
nod will be elected in 1916 and I'tab 
will undoubtedly go dr.y in l!tl7. 


Vermont. 


Local option law adopted lOO.î. 
March elections, 1915, 20 towns voted for 
license, 226 no-licensc. 
Saloon lii-ensi-s 
were taken out in 14 towns. Total ma- 
jority in state against 
license 10,658. 
The legislature of 1915 past a state-wide 
prohibitory^ referendum law to ho voted 


on March 7, 1916. 
Ir adopted, it goea. 
into eifect May I, 1916. 


Virginia. 


Voted for prohibition in fall of 1914 
Law will not be past until Fobruary,- 
1916, and will not go into effect until 
November 1, 1916. Eighty-four countics 
out of 100 arc already dry. 


Washington." 


November 3, 1914, Washington adopt- 
ed a drastic prohibition law, bv a ma- 
jority of 18,632, the law to take effect 
January 1, 1916. The law prohibits sale 
iiianufacture, giving away or otherwise 
furnishing or disposing of all intoxicat- 
ing liquor; or having in posses-sion any 
intoxicating liquor, or any drug or medi- 
cine containing aleohol, capable of being 
iisetl as a beverage. 


The law allows the importation of li- 
quor for individual use, in quantitv not 
oxceedmg two quarts of liquor other 
than beer, or twelve quarts or tw.-nty- 
four pints of beer, as often as once every 
twenty days, under a very strict regiila- 
tion, which requires the importer to se- 
cure a permit from the county auditor, 
the permit good for onlv one shipment 
and for only thirty days, and shipmoiita 
ot liquor cannot he ac<-epted at the state 
line by tiansportation companies except 
with this permit atta.>hed, eancelled, and 
not in larger (juantity than allowed bv 
law.

Manchester, Eng., 
Nov.. 25.—(Corre- 
spondence of The Associated-Press)—The 
merits and defects of the English sys- 
tem of education formed the subject of 
a rec^t lecture here by Vice Chancellor 
M. E- Sadler, of Leeds university, who 
spoke of the English, the American and 
the German as the three great represen- 
tative types, each typical of a different 
point of view. 


Germany stands for unity based on 
the state, the United States for variety 
based on the individual and the British 
empire for an attempt at moral imity 
based partly on individual 
experience, 
partly on inherited tradition and partly 
on 
administrative 
organizatioit, 
said 
Prof. Sadler. All three face the game 
human problerii, and each have learned 
from the other two. But Germany and 
the United 
States 
work on simpler 
theories and have the advantage of a 
simpler aim. The British view is 
the 
more complex, the British 
education 
when it falls below its beat is less ef- 
fective in accomplishing its aim than 
the others. 


British education, especially tlie Eng- 
lish at its best, is stronger than its rivals 
in the development of personal character. 
The care that the Germans have lavislied 
on intellectual- attainments 
and 
the 
Americans have spent in fusing together 
the diverse elements of their population^ 
have been given in England to questions 
of personal conduct and character. Bi^t- 
ish schools have been at least as success- 
ful as the others in fostering the will to 
sacriiice life and limb in times of na- 
tional peril. But they have not been as 
successful as the German in producing 
the conviction that daily sacrifice must 
be made by the individual for the wel- 
fare of the community. On the intellec- 
tual side, Prof. Sadler found that with 
ccrtain bHlliant exceptions, the British 
-education is feeble as compared with the 
German, but not as with the American. 


The gravest defqct in British educa- 
tion, according to the lecturer, is the ab- 
sence of fin «¿acting standard in the 
training of the minds contrasted with 
the training of conduct. As the result, 
the importance of general 
knowledge 
and the value of pure science as applied 
to the needs of life and industry 
not 
ajrpreciated.' The capricious and casual 
v.ay in which 
jiarents select schools, 
without understanding the needs of their 
children; the failure of the schools to 
stimulate the intellectual 
interests of 
biys and girls of average capacity, wliich 
results in a wastage of the mental pow 
ere of the nation and indiirerenec toward 
science alike in" industry, i)nl)Iic adminis- 
tration and the domestic 
nuinagenient 
are also serious defects.

And the man who sat 
played with the strings of a liolin as 
IK- argued feverishly', and the man who 
etood punched a half-finished plaster- 
cast in the eye. 


Nope, you guess wrong. You are not 
being led blind-folded into the Cosmo- 
pclitan magazine. 
Robert W. Chambers 
never saw this story. 
He may (sad 
fate) never hav« heard of the fellow 


•who's writing it. For this scene is laid 
in Fort Wayne, at the cornc^r of Wayiu; 
and Webster strectii, second tioor. throe 
turns to the right, go in without knock- 
ing and remember not to full over the 
easel by the door. The man seated, ar- 
guing, is Emil Bouillet, violinist. And 
tho man who makes light of tlio fea- 
tures of the cast is Homor 
(iordon 
Davisson, artist, sculptor, globe-trotter, 
designer, metal and pottery 
worker. 
That sculptor part was added only very 
rec«ntl5^—he has been ail the others for 
some time. 


But to go back to the fellow who 
walked in without knocking and found 


tl)e studio all set and ready. He was a 
poor, (iown-trodden, individual who wore 
ii haunted look that stamped him as a 
newspaper re)iortcr. 
And he had been 
sent out by the powers tliat sit at the 
<!esk t-o pet a Saturday feature story, 
fc'o he went to the Fort Wayuo Art 
School studio for inspiration. And there 
it was, great gobs of it, heaped up in 
the corners by the cob\yebs. There was 
the storj' in the middle of the room— 
th<> Fort Wayne man who makes casts 
of his friends juat^for the fun of making 
them. 


The newspaper reporter lowered his 


tfusty weapon and photographed 
the 
three of them, and you sec them in the 
lyjper right hand corner of tlie layout. 
To the extreme right sits tlie musician, 
Bouillet, in tlie center is the cast, and 
the artist, Davisson, is working on it, 
just as they wefe found by the in- 
tiuder. 


i\rr. Davisson has made only a few 
casta, in fact he never made any until 
last spring, but he has had remarkable 
success in the undertaking. His cast of 
Mr. Bouillet is practically finished and 
ho is only putting on a fe.w finishing 
touches. 


However, it is not the local artist's 
lirst work in clay for he lias worked in 
pottery for several years, and has turn- 
ed out a great deal of excellent work, 
under the shop name of Hogoda ware. 
In the upper left hand corner of the 
layout you sec him starting to round

Nearly any afternoon and some even- 
ings'you go in and find a violinist tum- 
tumming iis he sits in the corner, and 
arguing, always arguing—politics, relig- 
ion, dress, ethics,—and he always liiids 
something to argue about. 


Painters and artists gather informally 
and uninvited in the studio to quarrel 
over their pet hallucination and to t«U 
each otin-r about their coal bills. But 
it is lJuhoraia in only one sense.

FRANCES STAR MONDAY 


IN A WONDERFUL PLAY 


A long promised treat is in store for 
those who appreciate the best in the 
modem drama, when David Belasco pre- 
sents that brilliant and charming little 
artiste, Frances 
Starr, at the M^jestic^ 
tlieater, next Monday evening, in Ed- 
M-ard Knoblaugh's poetic and spiritual 
tale of life in 
the 
convent, entitled 
"iMarie-Odile." In the three acta of this 
latest play, which is described as 
a 
ftory of sheltered innocence brought de- 
fenseless into contact with the world, 
Mr. Knoblauch is credited with giving 
the most remarkable translation to the 
theater of what in such plays as "The 


Passing of the Third Floor Back," and 
"The Servant in the House," was called 
the spiritual atmosphere. 
Nothing so 
far removed from the earthly as the 
love story of Marie-Odile and her Prus- 
sian soldier has been presented on the 
stage in recent years. The spirit of the 
work is said to be beautifully inter- 
preted by Miss Starr, who, as the young 
iiovice in the lonely convent, appears in 
the most difficult role in which Mr. Bel- 
a&co thinks he has ever attempted 
to 
l»vesent her. It is a role typifying gfirl- 
ish innocence and simplicity, and en- 
tirely unlike anything this little artiste 
has appeared in since the days of "The 
Rose of the Rancho." 


The scene of "Marie-Odile" is an Alsa- 
tian convent during the Franco-Prussian 
war. 
Some time back tlie good sisters 
had found one morning on the steps of 
the convent a tiny foundling. She was 
taken in and they named her for Mary, 
tho 
immaculate, and for Odile, the 
blessed patron saint of Aleace. She wa^ 
reared in the convent, taught by the 
nuns, and finally, with some misgivings 
as to what her station would have been 


in the world outside, prepared for the 
final vows of the sisterhood. 


The period of her novitiate is come 
almost to its close when the play be- 
gins. 
The year is 1870, a memorable 
one in the history of Alsace?, but of the 
great war only the faintest whispers 
reach the folk of the remote convent 
and none at «11 reach the ears of Marie- 
Odile. 


Of war and the world she knows noth- 
ing, and of men she has seen in all her 
life only the kindly priest who visits 
the convent once a week, and old Peter, 
the 
doddering, 
half-witted 
gardener, 
who comes to the convent every morn-i 
ing M'ith eggs and flowers and vegetables 
from his garden. Marie-Odile sometimes 
wonders if anywhere there are men like 
the wonderful picture of handsome St. 
Michael with his flaming sword which 
hangs on the convent wall. 


And then, one peaceful afternoon, a 
reconnoitering group of Prussian sol- 
diers penetrate to the- piountain road 
which leads up to the convent. Led by 
the Mother Superior, the Sisters take 
flight, but thov leave Marie-Odile be- 
hind, for ^he little novice does not heed 
their calls.

"All these rumors are as untrue as 
tlie report concerning the coming trip 
of Emperor William to Constantinople.

OVER TEN MILLIONS 
IN BAIL DEMANDED 


Chicago, Dec. 4.—^When the fifty-four 
defendants named in the indictments 
charging them with alleged labor graft 
appear in court today bail aggregating 
$10,530,000 will be demanded for their 
release. 
Charles 
C. Case, 
assistant 
state's attorney announced. 
The bail 
demanded by the 
state's attorney is 
$195,000 from each defendant. 


There are 6,496 counts against each 
defendant, 47 of whom are officials and 
members of the building trades unions, 
two are saloonkeepers, two bartenders, 
two plate glass workers and one elec- 
trical contractor. 
They are chargcd 
with extortion, conspiracy and malicious 
mischief. The indictments were return- 
ed by the grand jury last night. 
It is 
charged by the state's attorney that the 
amount of tribute collected by the in- 
dicted men totals nearly $500,000. Chi- 
cago was divided into nine sections for 
the purpose of blackmail, according to 
the state's 
attorney. 
Over each of 


these nine districts presides an official 
who directed prosecution against eau* 
tractors or property owners. 


Crews traveling in automobiles foe 
the purposes swept through the cl^, 
it is alleged, breaking plate glass -vriil« 
dows of buildings under construction. 
It was chargcd that the victim would 
be obliged to settle with the extor- 
tionists to have the practice stopped.

Hunting—59 killed. J 
Football—16 killed. 
Baseball—59 killed. 
These figures, compiled on the most re- 
cent seasons in the three branches of 
outdoor sport, show 
bunting the 
moat 
riangerous pastime. 


There were as many deaths In baseball 
as in hunting, but the baseball season 
covers nine months of the year, while 
hunting last only a few months and there 
are many, many more persons engaged in 
baseball than in hunting. 


The football season lasts about as long 
as the hunting i!eason, • but the death toll 
is much smaller. 


Besides the fifty-nine persons killed in 
hunting, sixty-six were 
badly 
injured. 
The figures are gathered from eighteen 
states. 
I.ast year, the dead 
numbered 
111, the injured 162. 


Tile decrease probably is due to the 
fact that fewer persons hunted this year. 
Wisconsin, for 
instance, passed a 
law 
prohibiting the shooting of does and limit- 
ing each hunter to one buck. Many old- 
time hunters stayed at home. 


Michigan, as 
has. been the case 
for 
Eeveral years, led in deaths with fourteen. 


Among the deaths in 
Michigan 
was 
that of Jacob Bensomeh, of Calumet. He 
was found dead from heart faJfure, his 
body lying across his last bit of game. 


Two women were killed. 
Mrs. J. E. 
Ford, of Danville, 111., was accidentally 
shot by her husband while on a duck 
hunt In Colorado. 
Mrs. Reuben'Bartlett, 
oi Blanchard, Me., was shot by a hunter 
who .thought he was hootihg at a deer. 


Accidental dischai-ge of'guns was re 
sponsible for most 
deaths and injuries. 
In many other cases hunters shot at what 
they believed to be game and found they 
bad killed fellow hunters. 


The death toil: 
Michigan, 14; Illinois, 
12; Wisconsin, 9; Iowa, New Jersey and 
New York, four each; Colorado, Indiana 
and .Maine, two each; Connecticut, Min- 
nesota. Mouiana, Ohio, South Dakota and 
Virginia, one each.

Every piece of granite found in 
the structure bears its own chiseled 
•tory oi the habits, mpdes of living 
and human traits ^of the men and 
vromen who once worshiped in it. 
There is every reason to believe that 
it was here that Moses, leader of the 
Hebrew race, counseled with other 
great men of his time and worshiped. 


But the investigators are strictly 
neutral in accepting the painted and 
chiseled records. They have found 
so many evidences of falsification al- 
ready that the surface paint is not 
usually looked upon as a court of 
last resort. It is scraped gently in 
every case and if it is found to have 
no other lettering beneath it is ac- 
cepted as true, otherwise not.

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Interpreting the Primary Law. 


Governor Ralston has made a valuable suggestion in his request 


to democratic, republican and progressive state chairmen in Indiana 
to recommend the appointment of one man from each party as a com- 
mission to study the new state-wide primary law and promulgate in- 
terpretations of its provisions. The governor has indicated that he 
will promptly make.such appointments if the political leaders will 
designate the men they desire for this tri-partisan board. 


As time for its use nears it becomes increasingly evident that 


the public knows precious little about the actual inodus-operaudi 
proposed by the primary law, despite the publicity that has been 
given it and despite the wrangles over some of its phases which have 
been taken into the courts. It is something of a maac of complexities 
even to those who have had occasion to study it closely, and the 
average individual who is neither a candidate nor a politician is stiil 
further in the dark about what he may do and what he may not do. 
Indeed, it is doubtful if the men who framed it and the legislators 
who passed it are familiar enough with all its details to answer 
promptly and accurately all the questions the voter needs to know. 


The labors of the proposed interpretative commission will, of 


course, be entirely voluntary and its rulings cannot be legally bind- 
ing, but there is no doubt that the commission's interpretations would 
be accepted by all parties at least until court decisions place a dif- 
ferent construction upon the beclouded points. It is morally certain 
the voter will never thake the trouble to individually wade through 
the long and intricate statute. He will depend upon somebody else 
to tell him what he wants to know in order to act intelligently in 
adapting himself to the statewide primary. That information ought 
to be not only trustworthy, but massed in such shape as to be easily 
and quickly grasped and expressed in terms bestrippod of confusing 
legal verbiage. The proposed interpretation of the primary law will 
be valuable to the voter. 


The future of the Fort "Waync-Decatur interurban railroad, sold 


a few days ago at receiver's sale, is still a matter of concern to Fort

Nearly all the local grain dealers are 


very certain in their belief that the wheat 
prices will by no means cause the sen- 
sation they did nation wide last year. 
I/hey explain the raise this morning by a 
little wild speculation on the rumor that 
the wheat crop in Canada had been con- 
Jlscated. 
They also state that although 


the crop in this country was immense the 
exports this year will not be any larger 
than in former years as foreign coutries 
report that their own crop will be suffi- 
ciently large to' supply their own needs. 
However, everything comes to him who 
waits, so we will all watch until the be- 
Elnnine of the new year before we will 
definitely say that history did repeat 
itself in this matter.

Toseka, Kan.. Dec. 4.—The Temper- 


Society of the Methodist Episcopal 


church, with national headquarters here, 
h*s just compiled and issued a sum- 
mary of the status of the prohibition 
Movement in the various states. It em- 
brace* the situation after the November 
•lections, and will probably remain un- 
changed until January 1. The summary 
folio vi: 


•Alabama. 


Under state-wide prohibition, enacted 


in January, 1915. 
The law went into 


effect July 1, 1915. 
The advertising of 


liquor in newspapers or on billboards 
within the state is prohibited. An anti- 
phipplng law prohibits the importation of 
liquor except for personal use.

licensed place for each 1,000 of the pop- 
ulation, approximately.

liquor resorts 
were closed, 


among them a hotel located on United 
Slates property- On November 1st the 
bar in Union Station was closed, a li- 
cense being denied for another year.
